“Hello, hello'" called a voice. 
“This is the manager of the Mt. 
Wilson hotel. "Say, the nudists are 
swarming over the hills. We 
chased them away and they have 
gone down the Mt. Wilson trail 
toward Sierra Madre.” 

"What do you mean nudists?" 
asked Heasley. "Are you sure? 
Didn't they wear shorts?" 

“Not at all,” exclaimed the 
manager. “Only birthday clothes, 
as bare as the minute they were 
born.” 

Heasley summoned Chief Mc¬ 
Millan and they rushed to the 
end of the Trail. "Lizzie,” pro¬ 
prietress of the Trail Inn, was 
engaged in preparing a dish of 
her famous raviolas.

Feedoni Of 
Speech Made 
Forum Topic 

Lengthy Discussion Follows 
Addresses By Emi¬ 
nent Speakers 

— 

"Freedom of speech and the 
press,” was the topic at this 
week's Sierra Madre Forum meet¬ 
ing, addresses by E. W. Camp 
and other well-known speakers 
being followed by an animated 
discussion by members of the au¬ 
dience. * 

Referring to John Beardsley as 
a valued friend with whom he 
had served during many years 
on committees of the Bar Asso¬ 
ciation, Mr. Camp presented him 
as speaking for the Civil Liber¬ 
ties Union, a national organiza¬ 
tion. 

Mr. Beardsley stated that the 
position taken by his organiza¬ 
tion, that freedom of assembly 
was a constitutional right, and 
that police interference was jus¬ 
tified only after law violation in 
a public meeting, had been sus¬ 
tained in cases carried to the 
United States Supreme Court He 
endorsed the statements of emi¬ 
nent jurists that the best answer, 
to unsound communist argu¬ 
ments was sound arguments for 
democracy. 

Urging his hearers to read the 
report of the Federal Board on 
Imperial Valley labor disputes, 
Mr. Beardsley said that predju- 
dice was often created in labor 
difficulties by charges of com¬ 
munist agitation and quoted Brig. 
Gen. Glassford's statement, defin¬ 
ing deliberate creation of a 
"Communist hysteria by a group 
of growers seeking cheap labor." 

R. F. Sparks, chairman of the 
Board of the Friends of the 
American Constitution, spoke 
briefly for this organization, as 
carrying on adult education in 
constitutional history and pro¬ 
cesses, in the interest of recon¬ 
struction and recovery. 

Many questions were asked 
the speakers anil a general dis¬ 
cussion that followed the ad¬ 
dresses lasted until the Forum 
adjourned for two weeks, to meet 
July 10th in the School Audi¬ 
torium, when Harold Carew will 
give a review of Current Affairs 
j and present. Judge Ben Lindsay 
as speaker of the evening.

( unemployment and restore buying 
power throughout the country by 
I pensioning of all persons over the 
J age of 60 years, requiring them 
i to give up all employment in fa¬ 
vor of younger persons and to 
spend the monthly pension of 
$200 within the month in which 
it is paid; the money to be paid 
out in pensions would be raised 
by a sales tax.

, of us wish for a Flag Code to 
guide us. The Flag Code was 
1 established by the National Flag

honor always, being at the center 
or highest point of a group. If 
displayed against a wall with 
crossed staffs, the flag should be 
on the flag’s own right, i.e., the 
observer's left, and iw staff iD 
front of that of the other flag. 

If the flags of two or more 
nations are displayed, they should 
be flown from separate staffs 
of the same height and the flags 
should be of the same size.

New Plan For 
Election Of 
Judges Urged 

Woman Attorney Says Pro¬ 
posal Would Ultimately Be 
Bis Saving In Taxes 

“Our judges will be taken out 
of politics by the action of As¬ 
sembly Constitutional Amendment 
No. 98, which will appear on the 
ballot this fall," said Attorney 
Rosalind Goodrich Bates, who was 1 
the speaker at the Kiwanis Club’s 
Tuesday luncheon. William Mid¬ 
dough, president, introduced the 
Los Angeles woman attorney 
who is the secretary of the State 
Bar Committee on the Consti¬ 
tutional Amendment. C. G. Hunt 
singer was in charge of the pro¬ 
gram. 

"We have allowed our judges to 
become part of the entertained 
class," stated Attorney Bates. 
"Under our present political set¬ 
up it is necessary for them to 
spend over one-fourth of their 
time making radio talks, address¬ 
ing luncheon clubs, attending 
barbecues and picnics, and dissi¬ 
pating their strength in the en¬ 
tertainment of the public. 

"In Los Angeles we have had j 
an increase of 83 per cent on our ' 
bench in the last six years. Even j 
i now during the last three months 
I civil cases have increased 11 per 
j cent, with 732 more filings than 
in the previous year. Our courts 
I cost us $26,000 per judge. At 
the present rate of increase we 
will need 122 judges in 1937 at 
an additional cost to us of a 
million and a half dollars a year. 

“We must concentrate upon a 
method to allow our judges to 
j do their work instead of spending 
I their time in political campaigns,” 

J added the speaker.

"I think we will be able to find 
enough to qualify at home,” he 
said yesterday, after interviewing 
a number of volunteers. The 
actual playground program at the 
Grammar school will be directed ' 
by Miss Elizabeth Steinberger, 
principal of the school. C. J. ! 
Hammond began supervision at [ 
St. Rita's on Tuesday. 

While the funds to take care of 
the supervisors is contributed by j 
the county the P. T. A. has set 
i aside $100 to furnish necessary 
equipment. Mrs. D. Vanderpool 
chairman of recreation for the 
Parent-Teachers' Association, says 
that plans for folk dancing and 
story reading are under way. 

The daily programs include 
tennis, baseball, volley ball, hand 
I ball, and for children seeking 
j other activities there will be 
ping pong, croquet, model air¬ 
plane and ship building, and sew¬ 
ing. 

Heighten Danger 
From Fires As Plug 
Caps Are Removed 

The Sierra Madre water de¬ 
partment has appealed to resi¬ 
dents for information that might 
lead to the arrest of tho person 
or persons, who have been re¬ 
moving the brass caps from fire 
hydrants. Fifteen or more caps 
have been discovered missing in 
the past week. The caps are not 
only expensive to replace but 
their absence would prove very 
detrimental, should a fire break 
out in a section of town, where 
one was missing. Removing the 
caps endangers the threads, which 
the caps protect, making it dif¬ 
ficult. or impossible to make a 
hose connection in case of fire, 
and they have practically no 
value if sold for the brass. 


Will Rename 
Central Ave. 
As It Opens 

I County Planners Join With 
Local Bodies To Give 
Boulevard Proper Title 

Impetus will be given the move¬ 
ment to change the name of 
Central avenue to Sierra Madre 
avenue at a joint meeting soon 
of the Sierra Madre City Coun¬ 
cil and the City Planning Com¬ 
mission, to which members of the 
Regional Planning Commission 
and members of the county-wide 
committee authorized by it to 
eliminate the confusion arising 
from a duplication of street 
names in various and nearby 
communities. 

Now that the extension of Cen¬ 
tral avenue into Pasadena is 
nearing completion and will soon 
be thrown open to the public, 
the planning commissions believe 
this is the proper time to bring 
about the change. It is reasoned 
that motorists will not know their 
ultimate destination if the Pasa¬ 
dena end of the new boulevard 
is labeled 'Central Avenue," 
whereas they would know exactly 
where the road would take them 
if the thoroughfare was desig¬ 
nated as Sierra Madre avenue 
and other names were given the 
-treets now called Sierra Madre 
in Pasadna, Glendora and several 
other towns. 

The plan is not only to have 
the present Central avenue in 
Sierra Madre beginning within 
the Arcadia city limits and the 
new extension now being built 
through the Hastings ranch and 
into Pasadena, known as Sierra 
Madre avenue, but North Hunting- 
ton Drive as well. That portion 
of Huntington Drive within San 
Marino is already officially dedi¬ 
cated as Sierra Madre avenue. 

Work on the Central avenue 
extension was given a spurt this 
week when orders were received 
to rush work on the section be¬ 
tween Sierra Madre avenue and 
Sierra Madre Villa. Only a quar¬ 
ter mile at the West end remains 
to be finished, and this will be 
graded andprobably oiled by Sat¬ 
urday. 

For a week or more the East¬ 
ern end of the extension was 
open to cars. The last quarter 
mile was all "fill,” and the en¬ 
gineers decided that it would be 
a good idea to enlist traffic in 
stamping it down before the final 
grading. Hundreds of cars rolled 
over it and helped considerably. 
On Wednesday traffic was shut 
off and the crew of men started 
the final grading. 

Politics To 
Sizzle Here 
This Summer 

City In Midst Of Hot Fights 
For Supervisor, Legisla¬ 
tion And Other Posts 

With 15 candidates in the field 
for supervisor in the First Su¬ 
pervisorial district, of which Sie”- 
ra Madre is a part, 30 candidates 
for the seven places on the 
Democratic county committee 
from the 48th Assembly district, 
half a dozen candidates for each 
of the two justices of the peace 
in Pasadena township, to say 
nothing of the interest local citi¬ 
zens are manifesting in Assem¬ 
bly and gubernatorial contests, 
this city promises to be sizzling 
politically during the warm spell 
between now and the primary 
election of August 28. 

Six of the 30 candidates for 
the Democratic county committee 
are Sierra Madreans, represent¬ 
ing various gubernatorial candi¬ 
dates and political elements. They 
include Mrs. Grace B. Caukin, 
Alan Thompson, George E. Hap- 
good, John H. Robertson, John 
Osgood, Jr., and Mrs. Agnes B. 
Tyree. 

There is no opposition to the 
seven candidates for the Repub¬ 
lican central committee, for which 
Councilman Lester K. Layton, of 
this city, is a candidate to suc¬ 
ceed himself. The other candi¬ 
dates are Frank P Woods, N. 
Jay V. V. Green, William Hoban, 
Earl Vogel and Roger M. Bone, 
of Altadena and Pasadena, and 
Breo Freeman, of La Canada.

A Californian, Dr. John M. 
Brewer, of Cambridge, Mass., was 
elected President of The Mother 
Church, The First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, at the recent 
annual meeting in Boston. 
Dr. Brewer is a native of An¬ 
tioch, this State, graduated from 
U.C. at Berkeley in 1902 and was 
an instructor at the Los Angeles 
State Normal School for two 
years. He is the author of sev¬ 
eral books on education and has 
traveled Europe extensively. 


With all hunting licenses ex¬ 
piring Saturday night, local 
sportsmen will find a new tax 
when they plan to hunt for 
ducks and geese. A federal stamp 
costing $1 must be placed on the 
1934-35 hunting license before 
persons can hunt migratory birds 
The regular hunting license cost¬ 
ing $1 will permit a person to 
hunt quail and other birds and 
game. 

The Sierra Madre postoffice 
will issue the federal hunting 
stamp after application has been 
filed with Postmaster Jessica H. 
Wright. The stamp will be pasted 
on the hunting license, being is- 
sued by the department of agri¬ 
culture, bureau of biological sur¬ 
vey. 

Turpose of the federal stamp 
is to provide a fund to enable 
the government to buy back land 
that was once swamp. This land 
would be flooded and allowed to 
become a game refuge. The 
theory is that there is too much 
farming land now and not enough 
places for game birds. Reclaim¬ 
ing of the swamp land would 
bring back to its natural state 
hundreds of acres for game pro¬ 
pagation. 

Whether there will be much 
duck hunting in the southland 
has not yet been determined. The 
warm winter with very little 
snow* did not provide the usual 
amount of swamp land for pro¬ 
pagation. It will be up to the 
State fish and game commission 
to fix dates for the season. 

The deer season opens in this 
district in August, dove season 
being September 1. 


Federal relief for special as¬ 
sessment districts throughout the 
United States looms as a possi¬

property to pay for public im¬ 
provements. 

In a telegram to the Los Ange¬ 
les headquarters of the Special 
Assessment Relief Association, 
Flowers stated that shortly after 
his conference with the Presi¬ 
dent copies of his proposed relief 
programs were ordered dispatched 
to the heads of two emergency 
administrations with instructions
